The new law differs substantially 


from the old law in that the mini- 
mum age limit has been raised from 
12 to 13 years, the maximum age 
being 18 years. There is an ex- 
ception in that boys between 12 and 
13 who have trade 
permits 
and 


badges issued prior to July 13. 1937, 
may continue their employment in 
street trades. 


The term "street trades" means 


the selling, offering for sale, solicit- 
ing for, collections for. displaying, 
or distributing any articles, goods, 
merchandise, circulars, newspaper, 
magazine, the blacking of boots, on 
any street or from house to house. 


Under the old law the street trade 


permit was issued to the boy. Un- 
der the present law the permit is 
issued authorizing the employer to 
employ the boy in a street trade. 
The law prohibits the employment 
of girls under 18 in bircet trades. 


In order to secure a street trades 


permit a boy must submit proof of 
age. a letter from the employer sta- 
ting his intention to give the child 
employment in a street trade, a 
statement from the school principal 
stating that the boy is in regular 
attendance at school and the grade 
he has completed, if the boy is un- 
der 16 years, and consent of the 
parent or guardian to the issuance 
of the permit to be secured. 


If a boy is employed in a street 


trade by more than one employer, 
a permit must be issued authorizing 
each employer to employ him.

Safety Plays 
Seemed Most 
Disturbing 


BY ELY CULBERTSON 


Those questions of the examina- 


tion -that 
involved 
safety plays 


seemed the most difficult for con- 
testants. In fact, in many cases I 
received requests for additional ex- 
planation even after 
the answer 


stating the modus operandi of the 
safety play had appeared. Take 
question No. 37, for instance: 


You are West, declarer, at a four 


spade contract in rubber 
bridge. 


Opponents made no bid. Your hand 
and dummy are as follows:

The entire point of this hand was, 


of course, to guard against losing 
more than one trump trick. To that 
end the proper play, as stated in. 
the answer, was to win the opening 
lead in dummy and then, leading a 
spade, to disdain the finesse and go 
right up with the ace. 


In order for players who are un- 


familiar with safety devices to ap- 
preciate fully the 
merits of this 


play I recommend that they lay out 
the cards as given in the East-West 
hands, then 
distribute 
the four 


missing cards in all possible com- 
binations between North and South. 
They will see that if the missing 
K-J-10-9 all are in South's hand 
two 
tricks 
must 
be 
conceded 


whether or not a finesse is used. 
The play of the ace would cost 
nothing, since West then would re- 
turn to dummy and lead another 
spade toward his queen. If South 
holds exactly king and one spade 
the finesse would succeed and no 
spade tricks would • be lost. 
But 


this would result merely in an 
overtrick, an unimportant consid- 
eration. If North holds K x the fi- 
nesse and the play of the ace are 
the same, each losing one trick. If 
North holds the blank king, how- 
ever, and South the J-^0-9. only the 
ace play instead of the 
finesse 


will hold the loss to one trick. In 
short, it is a case of nothing to lose 
by laying down the ace (except the 
unimportant overtrick) and pos- 
sibly something to gain.
